W h ile the chief 
topic 
of discus­ 


sion just now is the national unpre­ 
paredness for war, and the plans of 
the adm inistration to 
rem edy condi- I 
tions, it would not be amiss to look 
into the government reports on the 
present standing of the m ilitia in the 
various states. These report:! reveal 
m any startling points of weakness. 


In more than 
a 
score 
of states I b<>(.onH, 
there is no field artillery of any sort. 
This by all means is 
the branch of 
m ilitary service which must bear the 
brunt of modern battle lines, as 
is 
shown in Europe. In the whole coun­ 
try there are fewer than forty officers 
of ordnance. 
In 
thirty-five states 
there are no organizations trained for 
coast artillery; twenty-four have no 
cavalry; a large m ajority are without 
signal corps; while the total force of 
organized engineers, officers and men 
total less than 1,500 
for 
the whole 
country. One state, Nevada, is w ith­ 
out m ilitia organization of any kind. 
According to the 
reports 
of state 
adjutant generals on file at W ashing­ 
ton, there are nearly 17,000,000 men 
available for call of the m ilitary age, 
between 18 and 44. Of this number, 
which is as great as the to*a1 of all 
the arm ies fighting in Europe, only 77 
in every 1 0 ,0 0 0 have received m ilita­ 
ry training. 
The lack of 
field 
artillery is the 
most striking feature of the m i l i t i a ’s 
condition. The states that have none 
are 
Arizona, 
Arkansas, 
Delaware 
Florida, Idaho, Iowa, Kentucky, M is­ 
sissippi, Maine, 
Maryland, Montana, 
Nebraska, 
Nevada, 
North Carolina, 
North Dakota, Oklahoma, South Caro­ 
lina, South Dakota, 
Tennessee, V er­ 
mont, Washington, W est V irg inia and 
W yom ing. The coast states of 
New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, V ir­ 
ginia, 
M aryland, 
Florida, Alabama, 
Mississippi and 
Texas 
are without 
coast artillery organizations. 
N early half of 
the 
cavalry of the 
national guard is in 
New 
York and 
Pennsylvania. Among the states with 
ou£ cavalry are a m ajority of those in 
which horsemanship 
is 
supposed to 
be most common, such as Wyoming, 
Kentucky, Montana. Kansas and New 
Mexico. 
It is good for the pubic to 
know these things, especially at this 
time.

Every-; 
body says it made the “Corner’* much 
better and easier to read. 
I certainly 
appreciate your kindness, and I would 
call in to thank you, only I am afraid 
that you might turn out to be “Miss 
Typesetter” instead of “Mister,** and < 
I would be so embarrassed I wouldn't 
know what to do. 
I wrote a letter to some friends, 
the other day. to congratulate them 
upon the happy arrival of a new baby 
in their home. 
I kept referring to it 
as “he.” 
I received a communication 
this morning saying, “He isn’t a he; 
she is a she!” 
It is a wander that j 
the parents wrote to lite at all, as 
such a mistake is sometimes consid­ 
ered 
criminal 
ignorance. 
Unfortu- 
nately, as I have said before, I ani 
no mindreader. 


The Pioneers pulled off a very sue* j 
cessful 
hike last Saturday, just be- i 
yond the city w ater works pumping j 
station. 
It was an ideal day for the 
purpose. 
The crisp air of the early 
morning hour made a brisk hike very j 
enjoyable. 
The sun kept shining all | 
day, and you know' what that does to 
a fellow’s spirits. 
This is one of our favorite spots for 
a short one-day hike, as there is pure 
drinking 
water 
close 
enough, and 
plenty 
for swimming, too; safe for 
young 
and 
inexperienced swimmers, 
w'hon the weather will permit. 
Of 
course we did not go swimming last 
Saturday, as it was too cool. 
Then, 
there is a good sandy beach which is 
always dry enough, and lots of dry 
w'ood for our fires. 
The scenery is 
very beautiful, and there is an abun­ 
dance 
of 
flora 
and 
fauna 
about, 
though I ain not sure that all the 
boys know 
it by that name! 
The 
walk is not a tax upon the strength of 
the smaller fellows; and, best of all, 
we are in nobody’s way, or they in 
ours. 
I notice that the boys have learned 
by 
experience 
that 
it is best anti 
safest to hang all their luggage on 
the branches of trees until wanted. 
Dogs, horses, cows and sneak thieves 
will not have such an easy time of it 
in the future. 
When we first began to hike, before 
I had had a chance to instil a few 
teachings, the boys would drop their 
haversacks upon the ground, so soon 
as we arrived at our destination; and 
when it came time to prepare lunch, 
you would hear the boys anxiously 
say to me, “Mr. IV, I can’t find my 
grub;” or “Somebody has went and 
took my knapsack!” 
(some 
rotten 
grammar, that!), and “Some guy has 
swiped my things!” 
About ten would 
ask, “Mr. IV, do you know where my 
knapsack is?” I had to look after the 
trappings of so many fellows that it 
nearly drove me—well, you mothers 
know how' one small boy makes you 
feel? 
I had from twenty-five to fifty 
times that much to handle! 
But, in 
the Scout movement we learn to be 
orderly—somet imes. 
After a practical demonstration by 
the Scoutmaster, the boys all tried 
their hands at making a camp fire 
scientifically, with one match. 
This 
is not the first time this demonstra­ 
tion has been given; but it was for 
the benefit of the new boys, and for 
the 
many 
who 
“just forget.” 
So 
many people make the camp fire so 
large that they can’t get close enough 
to it to cook their food, without blis­ 
tering their faces and hands. 
Also, 
they weep from so much smoke in 
their eyes, when the 
wood 
is 
not 
placed right, according to the way the 
wind is blowing. 
Others smoke their 
food until it is unlit to eat. 
With the 
right kind of a tire, it is a pleasure 
to cook and eat the food thus taken 
to the w'oods. 
The Colonia! Girls ad­ 
mit that I can cook “hot dogs” on a 
camp fire better than they can on a 
gas range. 
You would be surprised 
to see how well some of the smaller 
chaps can cook their food. 
One of 


the Pioneers cooked a piece of ham 
on this last hike, and it looked so 
good that I felt tempted 
to 
knock 
him dow n and take it away from him. 
One of the best features 
of 
the 
hike, however, was the signaling les­ 
son. 
I* or the benefit 
of 
you 
who 
don I know about this I will describe 
a signaling flag to you. 
It is made in 
two colors, usually white and red (oh 
never mind about white not being ; 
color; you know what I mean!). 
You 
make a square two feet each way, say 
of white muslin; then, you make an 
other of red, one foot square, and sew 
it in the center of the larger square 
This is good against 
a 
dark 
back­ 
ground, such as rocks, trees, etc. 
II 
you wish to use it against 
a 
light 
background, such as the sky (if yot 
are going to signal from the top of a 
hill on a bright day) reverse the co) 
ors. 
Some ol tile boys 
have 
twt 
flags, therefore. 
I lined all the boys up and showec 
them how' to swing the flag so as tc 
make dots and dashes in sending tin 
International 
Morse 
code. 
We 
all 
learned how to send “A,” “N,” “II,’ 
“O.” *‘K,” and a few signs such si* 
“Wrong,” “begin over,” “end 
of 
t 
word,” “end of a sentence,” “end oi 
the message.” 
The boys 
all 
fount 
this very interesting*and many have 
since learned several other letters, st 
that they can spell short words. 
This comes in very handy on hike* 
and encampments, ti ml in other ways 
lf two boys are standing too far iron 
each other to talk, they can send a 
message with a pocket handkerchiel 
or anything of the sort. 
Also, it wil 
not be long before all the boys know 
the Morse code and will be able tc 
send and receive messages over th< 
telegraph and wireless instruments 
This gives the boys 
innocent 
ant? 
profitable employment at odd times, 
and gives them both mental and pity 
sical exercise out in the open. 
Later in the afternoon we made < 
visit to the new pumping station anc 
had the pleasure of having it all ex 
plained to us by the gentleman ir 
charge, w ho was very kind to us. We 
have 
been 
out there a number ol 
times, and have learned to like anc 
respect this man very much. 
Thus 
the 
boys 
are learning a great doa 
about the water they are drinking 
and no longer feel tempted to drinl 
out of every old puddle of water the. 
see. 
as 
in the beginning. 
We ar 
learning the value of filteration. 
The boys learn many things while 
on a hike, but in such a natural anc’ 
easy way that they do 
not 
always 
realize that I have been giving them 
lessons all the while! 
They 
think 
they are just playing and having a 
good time.
